Brother Dazell

brother Dazell we personally know lit­ 
tle. 
He was, we are told, an honorable 
man and a good citizen. 
He died at 
Wabasha, Minn., at the age of 29. 
“George L. Hardy, whom we all knew, 
died June 28th, 1905, at Walker, Minn., 
at the age of 51. 
Brother Hardy was 
made an Elk Oct. 17th, 1901. 
He was 
an old resident of Cass county, having 
resided near Gull River on a farm many 
years. 
When Cass county was organ­ 
ized George Hardy was its first sheriff, 
which office he held to the time of his 
death. 
Brother Hardy was the soul of 
honor, quiet 
and 
unasuming, 
the 
maker of friends everywhere. 
His life 
was well spent and he left no enemies.” 
On account of the light Judge Flem ­ 
ing had some difficulty in reading his 
addrobS.

On Min Yung W h a n ’s body were found! 
letters addressed to the foreign min 
1st ors, begging them to interfere on be 
half of Korea. 
Mentoralists continue to gather, but 
are 
not dispersed. 
Gendarmes 
and 
police are everywhere and alert to pre 
vent a further outbreak. 
There is some dis >osition hero tr 
connect the den h of Min Yung W han 
with the withdrawal of the America* 
legation, as the Koreans hod looked 
upon America as the most likely na 
tion to interfere1, and when they real 
lzed that they had been entertaining 
false hopes, they became keenly dis 
appointed. 
'rho 
Christian 
missionaries 
are 
greatly concerned over their future 
work in Korea, fearing that the new 
condition of affairs may have som e in 
Alienee upon their efforts.

sion last spring when 
the new sena 
tors were sworn in, 
Senators Brand- 
agee of Connecticut, 
W arner of Mis-

souri, Frazier 
of Tennessee 
and La 
Follette 
of Wisconsin have 
not yet 
taken their oaths. 
The 
two formei 
had not been elected when the special 
session adjourned. 
A very short session will be held 
the first day and the senate will ad­ 
journ out of respect, for tile late Sena­ 
tor Plait 
of Connecticut as soon 
as 
the necessary formalities for the be­ 
ginning of a new congress have been 
con.’duded. 
T h e second day the presi­ 
dent's message will be received and 
fen *i, ti lid tit*1 th ird day is likely to lau. 
devoted to the introduction of bills. A 
short session will be held Thursday 
and the senate will then adjourn until 
the following Monday. 
It is quite likely that a Republican 
caucus will la* held early in the week 
for th** purpose of authorizing the ap­ 
point ment of a committee to fill com­ 
mittee vacancies in the senate and for 
the selection of a steering committee 
for the session. 
If 
the 
house 
of 
representatives 
should pass an emergency appropria­ 
tion bill 
for the Panama 
canal, the 
senate will at once take it up and pass 
it, but this measure is not expected 
in the senate until the second week of 
the session.
